; IN ISLANDS... . 


. ‘Washington,. July 29, 

The United States Constitution, 
Which Influenged the organic Inws 
ofthe Latin American Republics 
in’ the . 19th. ecntury nnd- the 
Contra] European, countries in the, 
20th, will soon undergo ‘Its firat 
thorough test in the Far’ Enst. 

The Philippines: Constitutional 
Convention {s scheduled to mect 
to-morrow, to formulate a con- 
stitution, “republican in form,’- 
under authority of the McDufile- 
Tydings Indepondence Act ap- 
proved at the Inst session of 
Congress. 

The Constitution now to be 
adopted is for: the government “of 
the “Commonwealth of the Philip- 
pine Islands,” transitional re- 
gimoe intended to ba followed by a 
republic after its tenth “ycar. 
The constitution © will require 
cartifiention by the President of 
tho United States that it conforms 
With the provisions of the Inde- 
pendence Act. Subsequently . it 
will bo subjoct to n plebiscite by 
the qualified voters of the islands. 

In authorizing adoption of a 
Philippines Constitution, the Con- 
gress prescribed 16 mandatory 
provisions which must. bo re- 
cognized until the final and com- 
plete withdrawal of the s0- 
vercignty of the United States 
over the {slands, These provi- 
sions, however, may be comprised 
in an ordinance appended to the 
body of the Constitution. 

‘Although these. provisions sug- 
gest substantial limitations upon 
the freedom of judgment by the 
Constitutional Convention, au- 
thorities here. have pointed out 
that many’ of them are’such ag 
might otherwise have bean incor- 
porated in a Treaty, and do not In 
themselves violate the philoso- 
phical or legal range of the pro- 
jected organic act. 


Mandatory Provisions. 


One of the mandatory pro- 
visions, for example, is that the 
trade relations between the 
Philippine  Isinnds = and the 
United States shall be upon the 
basis prescribed in other sections 
of the McDuffie-Tydings Bill, and 
another provides that the eltizens 
and corporations of the United: 
Stntes in- the Islands shall have 
all the civil rights of the citlzens 
and corporations of the islands, 

A more definite limitation upon 
tho autonomy -of the Islands, 
however, is found in the manda- 
tory requirements that the United 
States may, by Presidential Pro- 
clamation, “exercise the right to 
intervene for the preservation. of 
the Government of the Common- 


wealth of the Philippine Islands 


and for the maintenance of the 
Government as provided in the 
Constitution thereof, and for the 
protection of life, property, and 
and” forthe 
discharge of government oblisa- 
tions under and In accordanes 
with the provisions of the con- 
stitution.” 

Within the Intitude permitted 
by the McDuffle-Tydings Act, 
constitutional authorities here 
see the following possible zonos 
of controversy confronting the 
Constitutional Convention at 
Manila: 

(1) The question of. biluteral 
versus uni-cameral legislature; 

(2) The question whether re- 
presentation shall be uniform for 
nl: the racial’ groups of the 
Jalanda, including the’ so-called 
non-Christians, . who have. a 
diferent status from other 
Filipino. peoples in the “present 
organic net; 

(3) Whether to’ ‘adopt ' the 
presidential system, with tha 
cabinet syatem responsible to the 
legiginture; 

(4). Whether to vest a- high 
degree of power In_ the Central 
Government, or to nim at A con- 
siderable desree of de-centralisa- 
tion to meet the special geographi- 
cal situation arising from the 
scattered islands; and - 

(5) Whether to adopt the 
United States “Bill of Rights” 
integrally, ‘or to attempt a 
modified Bill with perhaps . some 
changes in the traditional precepts 
derlved from Anglo-Saxon pro- 
cedure. 

These, and other questions 
certain to arise, ‘will be a real 
test for the political sagacity of 
Philipino leaders; authoritica here 
bolleve, and the accomplishments 
of the Convention may ultimately 
prove a political “bridge,” across 
which the fundamental political 

eerie may 
become a Hving real in the 
Trans-Pacific piiippines and 
perhaps ultimately through force 
of examplo ‘in other Oriental 
countrics.—United Presse,

suspicious circumstances, © or 
in which dead bodies are found. 
Existing law in Hongkong leaves 
entirely to the Coroner the dis- 
cretion of deciding whether in- 
quests shall or shall not 
be held. That discretion is 
still being partially preserved 
under the amended law, -but it 
is made subject to certain new 
conditions, the first of which is 
the new power to be invested in 
the Governor-in-Council to make 
rules for regulating the practice 
and procedure at or in connec- 
tion with death | inquiries. 
There is nothing in the amended 
Ordinance to indicate the nature 
or scope. of this power. 
It would be interesting to 
know whether it would permit 
the making of regulations 
laying down compulsory . in- 
quests in certain types - of case.
